Now, that is modest, as well as 
mournful and affecting. The “ swell 
mob” reference is, moreover, unique ; 
and, as an evidence of Greeley’s appre­ 
ciation of the masses,may provo profita­ 
ble to tbe “ swell mob of “ raikplit- 
ters” in whose welfare Greeley now 
takes such deep interest, and whose 
efforts, hereafter, he may bo as ready 
to contemn. Though kept from tbe 
crib, for tbe possoesion of wbi£h he so 
madly yearned, the pleasures of hope 
still solaced bis soul. He started the 
Tribune. He didn't ask for pecuniary 
assistance, and, except “a loan by piece­ 
meal of 91000" bo didn’t get any. And 
here follows another moan :—

Truly tho pajh to office was rough 
and rugged and uncertain, in Greeley’s 
cJse,. and yet be followed it with a 
pertinacity which was as remarkable 
os it was undeviating. It did not stop, 
even, after Soward “ humiliated” bim 


ley. Its only parallel is found in the 
case of the bottlewaaher of tbe Repub­ 
lican nouse of Representatives, who, 
because Mr. Buchauan would not ele­ 
vate him as Greeley wished to be eleva­ 
ted, turned upon the friend who had 
served him and the party which has 
fostered bim, to enjoy the reward which 
bis treachery brought. It is natural 
that Greeloy should sympalhixo with 
bis confrere, and that decent men should 
turn from both with loathing. Bat it 
is a deep disgrace that the newspaper 
profession should present such instan­ 
ces of vetiaiity, ingratitude, and shame­ 
lessness.—Pennsylvanian, June Ibth..

FIFTH DAT— MORNING SXS8ION. - 
The convention was colled to order 
shortly after ten o’clock, by the Presi­ 
dent, Gen. Caleb Cashing. 
Prayer wae offered by Rev. Mr. 
Schwartz, who implored the wisdom 
and counsel of the Lord in directing 
those assembled this morning in all 
their actions, and implored the direc­ 
tion of oar Heavenly Father in tbe 
choice of an upright aod proper person 
to fill the position of Chief Magistrate 
of this Union. 
The President stated that before pro­ 
ceeding to the order of business, he wonld 
remark that the crowd on tbe floor was 
much loss than heretofore, and he would 
request that those who were on the 
floor, not members, would stand Amck 
and leave a cloar avenue behio^ue 
members of tbe Convention. There 
were officers present to enforce this re­ 
quest, but he hoped the good sense of 
the crowd would suggest to them the 
propriety of keepingback. 
■ 
Gen. Cushing then went on to state 
the exact question before the bouse, 
which was, “ shall the main question be 
now put.” He directed the Secretary 
to read the resolutions attached to the 
several reports of the committee, which 
waa done; the utmost quiet prevailed 
during the reading. 
During the reading of the majority 
report, Ur. Krum rose to a privileged 
question. In the harry of making up 
the repofts there were errors in several 
of the names, and ho desired that the 
proper oorrucuons should be ifiado, 
which request was granted. 
Mr. StoveDB also obtained leavo to 
make a correction in his eerie* of reso­ 
lutions, which was the insertion of the 
first resolution of the majority between 
tbo eighth and ninth resolutions attach­ 
ed to the report. 
Tbo President statod that he hod been 
informed that there were corrections to 
be mode in the resolutions of Mr. Git- 
lings, and as soon as those resolutions 
wore read he would call on the gentle­ 
man from Maryland to make tbo neces­ 
sary corrections. 
Mr. Gittings thon withdrew his reso­ 
lutions. 
Ur. Krum desired that the corrected 
list of the names of tho Mississippi dele­ 
gation be now read, and after they wcro 
read ho would ask the privilege of 
making a few remarks. 
Tho names wore read. 
Mr. Krum asked leave to file a paper, 
giving his reasons for making the re­ 
port ho had prepared. [Cries of.“ No,” 
“ No."l 
’ 
Mr. Krum, of Missouri, stated that 
if the chair recognized him he would 
proceed. 
j 
The Chair—The chair recognizes the 
! gentleman and he is at liberty to pro­ 
, ceed. 
Mr. Krum resumed that he desired 
to place before the convention his viows 
briefly, in relation to a few points in 
connection with the majority report of 
the committee on credentials. The 
gentleman then proceeded to read from 
a somewhat lengthy printed communi­ 
cation from the committee. 
The following is tho review of the 
minority report of the committee oo 
credentials, as read by Mr. Krum : 
It will be observed thft the majority 
report Cffntains only the conclusions and 
recommendations ot tbe Committee.— 
This is tbo usual course. Committees 
are the chosen organs for investigation 
of deliberativo bodies. Their reports 
are confided in, and uniese assailed, 
stand unquestioned. In tbe matter 
now before the convention, the report 
of the committee is assailed by a minor­ 
ity report, (aigned by I. J. Stsvensand 
eight others,) and a statement of cer­ 
tain premises and labored argument 
bare been presented by the minority of 
the committee, to support the conclu­ 
sions of this minority. 
The statements contained in this 
Minority Report, on wbith the main 
argumento^the*e gentMfon is founded, 
are tor the most part, ffiiked assump­ 
tions, not eltablished by any evidence 
before the Committee, and depend en­ 
tirely for their verity upon the more 
ipse dixit of the gentlemen who make 
them. 
The task of exposing the misstate­ 
ments contained in this Minority Re­ 
port is an easy one, and it will be done 
in terse but unmistakable language.— 
In the brief space of fifteen minutes 
the most salient points can only be no­ 
ticed. If tbe facto assumed by these 
gentlemen bave no foundation, os a 
matter of oourso tbeir argument based 
upon them falls to the ground. Now 
to the work : 
First, It is assorted that the with­ 
drawal from this Convention of certain 
Delegates, was not a resignation; that 
the vacancies referred to (in the resolu­ 
tion of this convention,) had reference to 
the contingency of vacancies at the time of 
reassembling, dec., i. e. prospective vacan­ 
cies 1 A bolder absurdity was never 
uttered. Now wbat was the subject 
matter of which the Committee had 
jurisdiction f Was it not the “ Creden­ 
tials of all persons dairtang seats, Ac., 
made vacant ey the Secession of Delegates 
at Charleston f” 
This Convention* decided for itself 
whether vacancias had oocnrrsd. Tbe 
Democracy of the 8 tatos, affected by 
such withdrawal, in every instance, by 
appointing Delegates anew, virtually 
admitted that vacancies had oooamd. 
Tbe claimant* who appeared before 
your oommittoe, by accepting a new 
appointment admitted the foot, and the 
gentlemen of the minority stultify their 
own statement by acting on these very 


If there were no vacancies by secee- 


sion, there was nothing for the commit­ 
tee to do in respect to such cases. Out 
upon such nonsense I 
Secondly, in attempting to show tbe 
inconsistency of the majority report, 
these gentlemen state that delegatee 
were recommended to seats who had 
not been re-appointed or re-accredited 
to Baltimore after tbeir secession at 
Charleston 1 
To this a flat denial is given. This 
denial is based upon the evidence that 
was before tbe Committee. In every 
case, to wit: in Alabama, Georgia, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkanssa and 
Texas, the parties admitted to seats by 
the Majority Report lujd been severally 
elected, appointed or i-e-accredited in 
form, since the adjournment at Charles- ¡ 
ton. Of this fact, (if tbo evidence is 
reliable,) suooeaeful contradiction is 
challenged. 
The minority gentlemen again stulti­ 
fy themselves, for they show that re­ 
elections took plaoe io three States, but 
they strangely forgot to state the fact, 
(established before the committee,) 
that Messrs. Bayjtrd and Whitoley were 
reappointed according to the rules of the 
Democracy of New Castle co., Dela­ 
ware, and the Texas delegation wore 
directed by tbe Executive Committee of 
that State to repair to Baltimore. It 
was in evidence before tbe committee 
that this was a customary mode in 
those States of making nominations 
and appointing delegates, Ac. The 
committee considered it tantamount to 
a re-appointment. 
But what of Mississippi ? Is it not 
the boast of some of the Mississippi 
Delegation, that they have buen re-ap­ 
pointed since their secession without 
opposition ?’ If there has not been a 
new election, bow comes it that dele­ 
gates are here from Mississippi who 
were not st Charleston 7 The creden­ 
tials of this delegation show upon their 
face that they wore appointed by tho 
Convention that sat on the 80th and 
81st of May, 18601 The temerity of 
the gentlemen is witbont paralleL No 
new election in Mississippi. 
ALABAMA. 
The fbllowiagffire some reasons which 
influenced the decision of tbe majority 
of the committee in respect to the 
claimants from Alabama, of which L. 
P. Walker is chairman. He and his 
associates claim to have boon appoint­ 
ed by s convention *that sat on the 4th 
of J une inst. Several of these were not 
seceders at Charleston. Mark this fact 1 
But where were these delegates ap­ 
pointed on tbe 4th of June to go—to 
a bat convention ? They wore instruct­ 
ed by the convention that appoimed 
them to repair to Richmond and co-oper­ 
ate with the delegates of that convention. 
This is written upon tbo face of the 
credentials which were before your 
committee. It is true, a little lower 
down, iu the same paper, they are “ao- 
eredited” to this Convention I 
Those gentlemen wore considered by 
your Committee, for this and other 
reasons, as Delegates to the Richmond 
Convention and not to this. A roving 
commission 11 Suppose their instruc­ 
tions had included Conventions of the 
Black Republicans at Chicago, and of 
the Mormons of Utah—would this Con­ 
vention allow them seats after they had 
boxed the compass under such a roving 
commission 7 Your committee said No 1 
and every true Democrat throughout 
the laud will respond No I 
ARKANSAS. 
In the Arkansas case, the applicants 
for seats show no regularity of record. 
The seceders from Charleston having 
vacated their seats by tho act of seces­ 
sion, the committee felt it tbeir duty 
either to reeommrad to the Convention 
the exclusion of both seta of spplisanto 
on tho score of irregularity, or to ad (pit 
both; tbe two District Conventions 
that are alleged to have sustained the 
notion of the seceders and to have ac­ 
credited them to Baltimore, had, by 
their own admission, no power to act 
in the premises, and therefore their no­ 
tion doee not cntitlo the applicants to 
scats in the convoclion. The opposing 
claimants were appointed by a conven­ 
tion called, upon notice, in the usual 
way by individuals not possessing on 
official character, and tbey are there­ 
fore, technically spteking, no more en­ 
titled than the others to seats; but the 
committee disregarding technicalities 
and not dosirin¿ to leave the Democra­ 
cy of Arkansas unrepresented on this 
floor, decided to recommend that all the 
claimants be admitted to seats in the 
convention on tbe terms and condtions 
specified in tbeir Report. 
LOUISIANA. 
Iu the Louisans case it is clearly de­ 
monstrated likewise, that according to 
strict usage neither of tbe delegations 
were entitled to be received by this 
convention. Tbe secederafrom Charles­ 
ton did not present thcmsolves before 
a new convention, fresh from tbe peo­ 
ple, but tbe old convention which bad 
adjoarned sine die, (and therefore bad 
by its own act and the usages of the 
party terminated its legal existence) 
was called together to endorse the ac­ 
tion of tho seceders. 
Tbat so colled Convention bad there­ 
fore no more right than any like num­ 
ber of individual Demócrata to assume 
to act ss the representative* oftheDsm- 
ocraoy oí Loaisiana. Tbeir proceedings 
in any case were of no force or validity, 
and their action in re-accrediting the 
aeoeding Delegation to Baltimore waa 
a groas usurpation of powsr on tbeir 
part. On the ether band, tbe Delega­ 
tion, whoee admission haa been raoom- 
mended by the Committee, was appoin­ 
ted by a Convention assembled at Don- 
aldsonviUe, 
composed of Delegates 
f]rom twenty-one parishes, (including 
the eity of New Orleans,) oat oftbirty- 
nine parfohae in tbe State. 
. 
I t » true that the call forth# Democ­ 
racy of the State to send Delegates to 


the Convention was made by individual 
Democrats and by two distinct Demo­ 
cratic clobe, but in as much ah tho State 
Executive Committee refused to coll a 
new Convention, and thus appeal to the 
Democracy to endorse or condemn the 
action of their Delegates at Charleston 
who withdrew from the Convention, 
there was no other course to be pursued 
tban for known and distinguished mem­ 
bers of the party to issue the call, and 
for the Democracy to sustain it by tho 
appointment of Delegates in accordance 
with such call. 
An emergency had arisen, and inas­ 
much as the executive committee had 
refused to act, it seemed to the commit­ 
tee that there was no other course 
left to the Democracy of Louisiana, but 
to assemble in convention upon the 
spontaneous call of individuals Demo­ 
crats. . 
GEORGIA. 
The admission of both of the Delega­ 
tions presenting themselves from Geor­ 
gia, was recommended because thb Com­ 
mittee believed that each of those Dele­ 
gation* rejpresent the opinions and sen­ 
timents of a part of the Democrary of 
the State. Thb withdrawal from tho 
Convention of a part of ito members 
was occasioned, as the evidence before 
the Committee demonstrated, by s dif­ 
ference of construction between thorn 
and their associates upon certain points 
in the Democratic platform. 
Two Conventions, each claiming to 
be tbe correct and only exponents of the 
Democratic sentimentoftneSlate, were 
held, and each appointed a delegation 
to this Convention. The regularity of 
both of these Conventions waa involved 
in doubt. At all events one does not 
seem moro regular than the other. 
After a fall investigation of the facto 
in this case, the Committee, deeming it 
of the highest importance that the har­ 
mony of tho party in Georgia required 
that both delegations should be admit­ 
ted upon tbo floor of the Convention, 
with equal privileges, so recommended 
to the Convention in their report. 
It is undeniable tbat the appointing 
power in both cases was composed of 
delegates fresh from the ranks of the 
Democracy, and in tbe opinion of the 
commitUe, the irregularities alleged in 
either case were not sufficient to justify 
tbe exclusion of either of the delega­ 
tions. . 
The committee consisted of twenty- 
five members, and the majority report 
received the sanction of sixteen, as to 
tbe greater portion of it and the whole 
is approved by fifteen. The minority 
roport is approved altogether by nine 
and but partially by one member. 
Practically, then, the question is pre­ 
sented by the minority report, shall tbe 
statements and opinions of nine gentle­ 
men outweigh and overbalance the 
statements and opinions of fifteen of 
oqoal respectability, touching the same 
matter 7 
Cries of “ question,” “ question.'’ 
The question now before the eonven- 
tion waa upon the minority report as a 
substitute for the majority report, as a 
whole.

Gov. King wished tp suggest to the 
gentleman, before he proceeded# 
be give only the result of the delibera­ 
tions ot a portion-of the delegados, as 
there were some here who were sor 
desirous of retiring to consult soon 
any such purpose. 
Mr. Clark resumod. He only desired 
to allude in his remarks to a portion of 
the delegation, as there were a Dumber 
of them who did not design withdMsw- 
¡Dg from the Convention. He was, 
however, authorized to announce to this 
Convention, that two of the Missouri 
delegation did design withdrawing, both 
of whom were high minded and honora­ 
ble gentlemen, who,he undoubtedly be­ 
hove, would not havo taken such a step 
except under a conviction lhat-lhoy wero 
right in so doing. Whouevor he found 
that tbe National Convention now as­ 
sembled departed from tho old and tiras ■ 
honored usugos of tho Democratic par­ 
ty, bo ;would retire, but till then, he did 
now feel at liberty to do so. 
He had not ub yot been of opinion 
tbat such bad been tho case, and there­ 
fore felt it bis duty to rerauin, at least 
until that should transpire. 
With 
theso remarks he would respectfully re­ 
peat, that two of the delegation, V. G. 
Corwin and W. J. W. Mcllhauy, wonld 
not withdraw. 
Mr. Cessna, of Pennsylvania, said he 
had last evening moved to proceed to 
ballot for President, and on that ques­ 
tion hod demanded thq previous quee- 
tion, and the only matter before the 
Convention now was the ballot. 
Gen. Cushing bore rose amidst the 
utmost silence. He referred in a feel­ 
ing manner to the entiro action of the 
Convention. The delegations of more 
than half the States, eithor in whole or 
in part, had left the body, and he waa' 
compelled to look the true isauo in the 
face. He came here the friend of no 
man or set of men, but determined to 
support the nominee whoever he might 
be. A deep sense of self-respect com­ 
pelled him at this time to most respect­ 
fully resign the honor conferred upon 
him at Charleston, as President of the 
body, and retire to the floor and act 
with hiB colleagues of the Massachu­ 
setts delegation. 
■ 
He waa now sure he did not repre­ 
sent the feelings of a majority of the bo­ 
dy, as now constituted, ana he would 
therefore make room for some one else. 
In leaving the chair he would return 
thanks to tho body for tho many oOtir- 
tesiea extended to him. He left hie 
plaoe with no ill feeling towards any 
one, but on the contrary he had the 
beat of feeling for all present.

Gov. Todd, of Ohio, took the ohair, 
when the entire convention rose to their 
feet and joined in one shout of applause 
continuing for some fifteen minutes.— 
It was with feelings of omotiou that he 
assumed the temporary position df 
chairman of this convention, but when 
he informed the gentlemen that ho bad 
labored for twenty-five years with a 
Democratic banner in bis hand, he fell 
sure he would be entitled to at least 
the respect of the convection.

The famous letter of HOB ACE GBEXLF.T 


to Senator SEWAHD, published in the 
New York Tribune of yesterday, pre- 
sents a most painful picture of the poli- 
tical spoils-hunter, which may not bo 
without its lesson.

lowed up with a solve view to the enjoy-

Mr. Greeley, it appears, commenced

Though kept from the

He didn't ask for pecuniary 


assistance, and, except "a loan by piece- 
meal of §1000" lie didn't get any. 
And 


here follows another moan :— 


When the Whig party under your 


rule had offices to give, my name was 
never thought of; 
but when in '42-3, \ 


we wero hopelessly out of power, I was 
honoivd with the partj' nomination for 
State Printer. 
When we came again 


to have a Slate Printer to elect as well 
as nominate, the place went to Weed, 
us it ought. 


Truly tho path to oflice was rough 


and rugged and uncertain, in Grot-ley's 
case, and yet lie followed it with a 
pertinacity which was as remarkable 
as it was undcviating.

tion, suggested my name as a candidate 
for Governor, and 1 did not discourage 
them."

FRONT ST. THEATRE, BALTIMORE. 


FIFTH DAY—MORNING SESSION. - 


The convention was called to order 


shortly after ten o'clock, by the Presi- 
dent, Gen. Caleb dishing. 


Prayer was offered by Ecv. Mr. 


Schwartz, who implored the wisdom 
and counsel of the Lord in directing 
those assembled this morning in ail 
their actions, and implored the direc- 
tion of our Heavenly Father in the 
choice of an upright and proper person 
to fill the position of Chief .Magistrate 
of this Union. 


The President stated that before pro-

Minority Eeport, on which the main 
argumentof these gentlqpaen is founded, 
are for the most part, naked assump- 
tions, not established by any evidence 
before the Committee, and depend en- 
tirely for their verity upon tho mere 
ipse dixit of the gentlemen who make 
them. 


The task of exposing the misstate- 


ments contained in this Minority Ee> 


sion, there was nothing for the commit- 
tee to do in respect to such cases.

The claimants who appeared before 
your committee, by accepting a new 
appointment admitted the fact, and the 
gentlemen of the minority stultify their 
own statement by acting on these very 
cases. 


If there were no vacancies by seces- 


But where were these delegates ap- 
pointed on the 4th of Juno to go—to 
\\hatconvontinn? 
Thoj were instruct- 


ed by the convention that appointed 
them to repair to Richmond and co-oper- 
ate with the delegates of that convention. 


This is written upon the face of the 


credentials which were before your 
committee. 
It is true, a little lower 


down, in the same paper, they are "ac- 
credited" to this Convention ! 


These gentlemen were considered by 


your Committee, for this and other 
reasons, as Delegates to the Richmond 
Convention and not to this. A roving 
commission !! Suppose their instruc- 
tions had included Conventions of the 
Black Ecpublicans at Chicago, and of 
the Mormons of Utah—would this Con- 
vention allow them seats after they had 
boxed the compass under such a roving 
commission ? Your committee said No " 
and every true Democrat throughout 
the land will respond No! 


ARKANSAS. 


In the Arkansas case, the applicants 


for seats show no regularity of record. 
The fcccedors from Charleston having 
vacated their seats by tho act of seces- 
sion, the committee felt it their duty 
either to recommend to the Convention 
the exclusion of both sets of applicants 
on the score of irregularity, or to admit 
both; the two District Conventions 
that are alleged to have sustained the 
action of the socedcrs and to have ac- 
credited them to Baltimore, had, by 
their own admission, no power to act 
in the premises, and therefore their ac- 
tion does not entitle the applicants to 
seats in the convection. 
The opposing 


claimants were appointed by a conven- 
tion called, upon notice, in the usual 
way by individuals not possessing an 
official" character, and they are there- 
fore, technically speaking, no more en- 
titled than the others to scats; but the 
committee disregarding technicalities 
and not desiring to leave the Democra- 
cy of Arkansas unrepresented on this 
floor, decided to recommend that all tho 
claimants bo admitted to seats in tho 
convention on the terms and condtions 
specified in their Eeport. 


LOUISIANA. 


In the Louisana case it is clearly de- 


monstrated likewise, that according to 
strict usage neither of the delegations 
were entitled to be received by this 
convention. Tho secedersfrom Charles- 
ton did not present themselves before 
a now convention, fresh from the peo- 
ple, but the old convention which had 
adjourned sine die, (and therefore bad 
by its own act and the usages of the 
party terminated its legal existence) 
was called together to endorse the ac- 
tion of tho seeeders. 


That so called Convention bad there- 


fore no more right than any like num- 
ber of individual Democrats to assume 
to act as the representatives of the Dem- 
ocracy of Louisiana. Their proceedings 
in any case were of no force or validity,, 
and their action in re-accrediting the 
seceding Delegation to Baltimore was 
a gross usurpation of power on their 
part. On the other band, the Delega- 
tion, whose admission has been recom- 
mended by the Committee, was appoin- 
ted by a Convention assembled at Don- 
aldsonville, 
composed ot Delegates 


from twenty-one parishes, (including 
the city of New Orleans,) out ofthirty- 
nine parishes in the State. 


It is true that the call for the Democ- 


racy of tho Slate to send Delegates to 


the Convention was made by individual 
Democrats and by two distinct Demo- 
cratic clubs, but in as much as the State 
Executive Committee refused to call a 
new Convention, and thus appeal to the 
Democracy to endorse or condemn the 
action of their Delegates at Charleston 
who withdrew from the Convention, 
there was no other course to bo pursued 
than for known and distinguished mem- 
bers of the parly to issue the call, and 
for the Democracy to sustain it by tho 
appointment of Delegates in accordance 
with such call. 


An emergency had arisen, and inas- 


much as tho executive committee had 
refused to act, it seemed to tho commit- 
tee that there was no other course 
left to the Democracy of Louisiana, but 
to assemble in convention upon the 
spontaneous call of individuals Demo- 
crats. . 


GEORGIA. 


The admission of both of the Delega- 


tions presenting themselves from Geor- 
gia, was recommended because the Com- 
mittee believed that each of those Dele- 
gations represent tho opinions and sen- 
timents of a part of tho Dumocrary of 
the State. 
The withdrawal from tho 


Convention of a part of its members 
was occasioned, as the evidence before 
the Committee demonstrated, by a dif- 
ference of construction between thorn 
and their associates upon certain points 
in the Democratic platform. 


Two Conventions, each claiming to 


bo the correct and only exponents of tho 
Democratic sentiment of the Slate, were 
held, and each appointed a delegation 
to this Convention. 
Tho regularity of 


both of these Conventions was involved 
in doubt. 
At all events one docs not 


seem more regular than tho other. 


After a full investigation of the facts 


in this case, the Committee, deeming it 
of the highest importance that the har- 
mony of the party in Georgia required 
that both delegations should be admit- 
ted upon the floor of the Convention, 
with equal privileges, so recommended 
to the Convention in their report. 


It is undeniable that tho appointing 


power in both cases was composed of 
delegates fresh from the ranks of the 
Democracy, and in the opinion of tho 
committee, the irregularities alleged in 
cither case were not sufficient tojustify 
the exclusion of either of the delega- 
tions. 


The committee consisted of twenty- 


five members, and the majority report 
received the sanction of sixteen, as to 
tho greater portion of it and the whole 
is approved by fifteen. The minority 
report is approved altogether by nine 
and but partially by one member. 


Practically, then, the question is pre- 


sented by tho minority report, shall the 
statements and opinions of nine gentle- 
men outweigh and overbalance the 
statements and opinions of fifteen of 
equal respectability, touching the same 
matter ? 


Cries of " question," " question." 
The question now before the conven- 


tion was upon the minority report as a 
substitute for the majority report, as a 
whole.
